Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded . -- On the 10th December 1949 Sub - Inspector 
Bhagwan Sahai reçelved information that Ghamandi , 
a notorious dacoit was lurking in a deserted temple in 
a jungle near village Kariyakhera . He hurriedly 
collected a party consisting of one Head Constable , 
three Constables and two members of the public and 
besleged the temple . Ghamandi then rushed out and 
started firing from his Ave chambered 38 bore 
revolver with the intention of killing any one who 
came in his way . The Sub - Inspector returned the fre 
from his revolver . Ghamandi fired at the Sub 
Inspector but fortunately missed . He then ran towards 
the north but , on being fired at by the Head Constable 
who had been posted on that side , changed his direction 
towards the south . In doing so he again paşsed Sub 
Inspector Bhagwan Sabai who fell upon him and held 
him tast without giving him a chance to fire from his 
revolver . Presently other members of the police party 
arrived and disarmed the dacolt . 

In this encounter , Sub - Inspector Bhagwan Sahal 
showed leadership and courage of a very high order .

Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded , - On the afternoon of the 4th March 1951 
while Constable Ram Nath Singh with three other 
Constables and one Head Conştable were on special 
duty , they recelved information that Başhir , a notorious 
outlaw had been moving towards Mohamdi Circle from 
the jungle of village Patai. This led to a vigorous 
search by the guard until 10 A . M , the next day when 
they saw a suspicious looking person wearing a red 
blazer near the village pond . The outlaw also saw 
the guard and immediately entered a sugarcane field , 
The guard then surrounded the sugarcane field and 
Constable Ram Nath Singh along with the village 
Chaukidar and his brother entered it. But he had 
hardly gone 15 paces when four shots were fired at 
him in quick succession and he fell down mortally 
wounded . The other members of the guard then fired 
in the direction of the dacoit but he managed to 
escape . 

In this encounter , Sri Ram Nath Singh displayed 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order .

No. 3 ( 9 ) EF - VII / 51 , -- It has been decided by the 
Government of India to permit residents in India of 
Pakistani domicile and persons domiciled in India who 
huve dependants in Pakistan to make moderate remit 
tances for their support . 

The procedure prescribed for making maintenance 
remittances to Pakistan is detailed below for the in 
formation of the general public . 

( 1 ) Applications should be made in duplicate If 
remittances are to be made through banks and in 
triplicate if through post offices . As it will not be 
possible to arrange for the supply of forms all over 
the country , the applicants should make their own 
arrangements to submit their requests on the prescrib 
ed form , using thick paper for this purpose . 

( 2 ) All applicants must obtain a certificate from the 
Collector / Deputy Commissioner of the district in 
which they reside in the form laid down in the 
appendix . 

( 3 ) The maximum amount up to which remittances 
will be permitted will normally be Indian Rs. 50 per 
month . Collectors / Deputy Commissioners are autho 
rised to issue permits for remittances up to this limit. 
Applications for remittances in excess of this limit . 
Applications for remittances in excess of this limit for 
exceptional reasons will , however , be considered on 
merits . Such applications stating grounds on which 
higher remittance is desired should be submitted on 
the prescribed form to the nearest office of the Reserve 
Bank of India after abtaining the necessary certificate 
and recommendation of the Collector / Deputy Commis 
sioner of the district in which the applicant resides. 

( 4 ) On approval, the applicants will be able to make 
remittances up to the sanctioned amount to the person 
or persons in Pakistan mentioned in the application 
form either through an authorised dealer (i.e . an 
authorised bank ) or through a post -office during the 
validity of the permit at the option of the holder . For 
the present, remittances will be possible only through 
authorised dealers , as arrangements have not yet been 
completed for re -opening money -order facilities with 
Pakistan . As soon as this is done, an announcement 
will be issued by the competent authority . Permits 
for remittances in excess of Indian Rs. 50 p . m , will , 
however , be available for remittances only through 
banks. 

(5 ) Remittances will be made in round Pakistan 
rupees only . 

(6 ) All remittances made will be endorsed by the 
authorised dealers or the post -offices on the original 
Applications at the place provided for the purpose 
under their stamp and signature . The application 
will then be returned to the remitter to be presented 
again when he wishes to make the next remittances . 

( 7 ) If , in any month , remittance is not made , the 
authority to make the remittance during that month 
will be deemed to have lapsed . 

(8 ) All remittances by authorised dealers will be 
made in the name of the beneficiary or beneficiaries as 
stated in the application .
